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Special Town Meeting 


nixes rec

In little more than an hour Monday 
night, Wilmington's Special Town 
Meeting squelched, by a six-to-one 
margin, plans for the proposed Salem 
Street recreational-complex. 

They also approved, almost un- 
animously, the sale of three parcels of 
town-owned land to three local 
families for the purpose of building 
homes. 

The recreation complex was the 
main order of business. By 7:30 Mon- 
day night, the 500-seat high school 
auditoriur.: was nearly full. 

Although there were two articles 
dealing with the complex, article 2. 
which called for the appropriation of 
$300,000 was never even considered. 
It was passed over after the Town 
Meeting voted 328-54 against article 1, 
which would have transferred a 90- 
acre parcel of land now under school 
department jurisdiction to the control 
of selecemtn. 

Without control of the land in the 
hands of the selectmen, the recreation 
commission, sponsors of the two ar- 
ticles, had their hands tied. It would 
have been purposeless to appropriate 
funds for a project without a site. 

Some town officials credit the pro- 
ject's rejection to the lack of a big tur- 
nout of members of the town’s youth 
organizations. Others said it was 
simply dollars and cents. Certainly, 
costs and taxes were/ mentioned by 
several residents who spoke, but also 
aired were concerns such as van 
dalism, and the proposed park’s out- 
of-the-way location in the northeast 
corner of Wilmington: 

“It's a matter of priorities,)’ said 
Selectman Robert Cain who, along 
with Selectman John Imbimbo, was 
one of two selectmen to vote against 
the project. 

“I don't think people in town can af- 
fort it. Some people are having dit 
ficulties with the nedessities of life,” 
Cain said. He added, however, that he 
was “‘amazed”’ by the wide margin by 
which the proposal was defeated 

Recreation Commission Chairman

Paul Bova said he was disappointed 
by the lack of support for the project 
from youth groups such as Pop 
Warner. ‘‘As far as I'm concerned, 
for all the organizations using our 
fields, when it comes time to ap- 
propriate for maintenance we may 
not have it in our funds,"’ he said. 

Bova said that for the past several 
years the Recreation Commission has 
been picking up the tab for insurance, 
referees, lighting and travel for 
several of the youth leagues 

On the whole, discussion about the 
project itself was held to a minumum, 
by the defeat, early in the meeting, of 
a motion by Bova to allow considera- 
tion of article 2 first. When the mo- 
tion lost 199-129, Town Moderator 
John Callan allowed discussion on 
both articles at once. However, the 
mood of the voters had been establish- 
ed and few spoke up to support the 
proposal 

Recreation Commission member 
John “Jack” Cushing who was one 
who did. ‘“‘If you take everything 
away from us, it is only your kids who 
are going to be hurting from it,” he 
said. ‘We had three or four games 
that were forfeited this year because 
we didn't have enough fields.” 

Cushing indicated, however, that if 
the project were rejected the Recrea. 
tion Comimission would “go back to 
the drawing board to get something 
for the kids of the town."* 

Others who spoke in favor of the 
proposal included Robert Doyle of 
Marcus Road, Recreation Director 
Ronald Swasey and Bova. There was 
little input from either the Board of 
Selectmen or State Rep. James 
Miceli. A slide presentation prepared 
for the meeting was never shown.

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More history of 
Wilmington High School 


It so happened that the story of the 
old High School which appeared in the 
Town Crier was printed the same 
week that the Wilmington. School 
Committee voted to again use the old 
building as a high school. It was 
somewhat appropriate" to have that 
story at that time (Dec. 18, '78). 

And, as always happens when a 
story appears in the Town Crier, there 
are more stories, from friends. 

For instance, the writer did not 
realize, when the story was written, 
that Howard Horton was the 
carpenter 

Howard was the chairman of the 
school committee. He was secretary 
of the building committee and he was 
the carpenter who built the school 

In light of today’s mores there 
would be an attorney general or some 
such breathing down the neck of 
Howard Horton, He was, by today’s 
definitions, definitely in conflict on in- 
terest. 

But, he was not, by the rules by 
which the people of Wilmington lived, 
back about 60 years ago. 

Fine men, all tried and true, were 
going to build a high school for the 
town. They had $35,000. They built 
that school, and they had a few dollars 
left over. a 

Herb Barrows, years ago, told the 
writer about it. Mr. Barrows describ- 
ed how he had excavated the cellar 
and how he had graded the lawn, and 
had never been paid for the second 
operation. 

He wanted to get that school built 
It is quite probable that it would have 
cost more if someone else had dug 
that cellar, and graded the lawn, most 
definitely so, in the case of the lawn. 
Herb was an excellent horseman, in 
the sense that New England farmers 
knew their horses, and he probably 
dug that cellar quicker and for less 
cost than anyone else would have done 
it 

In any event, he was not operating 
against the town 

Nor, can it be said, was Howard 
Horton. He knew the need of the town 
for a high school, and he was one of 
five men who wanted that school built 
as economically and as quickly as 
possible. 

Howard did quite a bit of the 
carpenter work for the “new” high 
school. His son Chester, who was 
around for many years, did the major 
part, however. 

A third person who could have been 
in Conflict of Interest today’ was the 
high school janitor, Charlie Perry. 

Charlie, for so he was called, was 
the friend of every kid who ever went 
to that school. He shoveled the coal 


into the furnace. He swept all the 
floors. He did it all by himself, and he 
never considered himself overwork- 
ed. 

There was always a slight odor of 
sulphur, from that coal. ‘Today there 
would be all sorts of environmental 
problems, because of the odor. There 
were none then. No one ever com- 
plained. 

‘Charlie's son Norman appeared in 
the photograph of the baseball team. 
Charlie was a son of Benjamin F. 
Perry, arid a grandson of the John S 
Perry who moved his blacksmith shop 
out to Wilmington after Asa Sheldon 
had leveled off one of the hills of 
Boston, and made what is Pemberton 
Square today. The Town Crier has no 
picture of Charlie, but it was a 


» wonderful one of his uncle, John W. 


Perry, the brother of Benjamin, who 
succeeded John S. at the blacksmith 


Another person who has been men- 
tioned since that story was written is 
Peter Neilson, the mason who solved 
the water problem of the high school, 
He was the father of the publisher of 
the Town Crier, and a stone mason by 
avocation. + 

So far as is known Peter Neilson had 
nothing to do with the erection of the 
building 

Anyway, along in March or April or 
so of each year, after that school was 
built, there would be water in the 
cellar. The basketball court would be 
useless. Six or more inches of water 
stopped everything 

Finally, in the winter of 1919 the 
answer to the problem of water in the 
cellar was found, John W. Hathaway 
was chairman of the school com- 
mittee, and he got into a discussion 
with Peter Neilson about the problem 

Maybe Peter was doing some work 
for John. 

Peter said he could drain that floor 
of the high achool, and after talking it 
over John thought it was worth dis- 
cussing in the town meeting. It came 
up in the town meeting in the spring of 
1920, which was apparently the first 
time that Peter spoke in a town 
meeting 

He convinced the voters, and the 
town contracted with Peter Neilson to 
drain the high school of its excess 
water. 

A trench was dug, across 
Wilmington Common, down Church 
Street and down Adams Street, to Mill 
Brook. A drain pipe was pat in, all the 
way from the school to the brook, and 
that solved the problem. 

It was, of course, a hand dug trench, 
‘That's the way trenches were dug in 
that day and age.

When it became clear that the 
voters were highly conscious of their 
purse strings, Commission Member 
Frank Sferrazza took another tack, 
leading the fight for the land transfer 
article. 

“I think everybody has the town at 
heart," he said. He described the 
parcel as "'90 acres of swamp with 23 
acres of useable land," not suitable 
for schools. 

“If you want to have swimming 
school, you (the School Department) 
keep it," he said 

Sferrazza warned the voters that 
one day the land could be sold to 
developers, ‘Believe me, the land 
‘can be used when sewerage comes in- 

"he said. “Whether you want to pass 
on the money articles, I think the land 
should be transferred." 

‘Among those who spoke against the 
proposal was, Vernon Randall, a 
Salem Street ‘resident. ‘I'm not 
voting against this because I live on 
Salem Street," Randall said. “As a 
taxpayer, I cannot afford to see my 
tax bill go up any higher." 

Of the $300,000 which was to have 
been appropriated, $150,000 had been 
guaranteed the project by the 
federally-funded state Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation. One resident, John 
Murphy, however, questioned the 
logic behind using federal funds. 

“One hundred and fifth thousand 
dollars is supposed to come from Un- 
cle Sam. Who the heck is Uncle Sam? 
Who is the state government?" he 
asked, 

The League of Women Voters also 
turned thumbs down on the project, 

“The League of Women Voters had 
pledged to work for the and support 
recreational facilities, said League 
President Maida Eisenberg 

‘Although the proposed complex is 
not without merit, we do not feel it 
fulfills this goal." 

Among the League's objections to 
the complex, Eisenberg said, was that 
it was not centrally located and that, 
because lighting was not included in 
phase one, it would be attractive to 
vandals and loiterers, Eisenberg 
Suggested the selectmen consider 
developing smaller neighborhood 
parks instead.

Selectmen Aldo Caira, voted at their 
last meeting to be unanimously op- 


posed to the project. 

According to Caira, there is a 
possibility the state funding would 
still be available if the town should 
decide to reconsider the recreation 
complex at the annual Town Meeting 
next March. 

He quoted a letter from Dr. Evelyn 
Murphy, Secretary of the State 
Department of Environmental Af- 
fairs, which, in notifying the town of 
the $150,000 grant, said that “failure 
to raise or appropriate funds within 60 
days May require reconsideration’: of 
her department's committment. The 
60 day period would expire on 
February 1, 1979, Caira said 

“It's too bad they didn’t discuss the 
merits of the complex," Caira said. 
"T think they had a pretty good buy.” 

Caira also said he was surprised 
that State Rep. Miceli hadn't spoken 
out in favor of the complex 

Recreation Director Ron Swasey 
calmly addressed the meeting, sen- 
sing the mood of opposition to the 
project 

“Has anybody stopped to consider 
at any point the money already in- 
vested in the project?” asked Swasey 
‘Two years ago, the 1977 annual Town 
Meeting appropriated $10,000 to study 
the project. 

‘Swasey warned that, with inflation, 
“this is the cheapest we are going to 
get it.” “Itis my guess this is going 
to come up again,”” he said. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale said 
he planned to sponsor an article at the 
March, 1979 Town Meeting which 
would transfer the land on Salem 
Street to conservation use 

“The School Committee should not 
have this land," he said. According to 
DePasquale, when sewerage comes 
into the town, it will allow develop- 
ment of many lots now unsuitable for 
building.
